The Toronto and Ottawa Rallway. 

In an article giving the history of the 
above road, in the Ottawa Free Press, we find 
the following:— ‘ The engineers of the 
Toronto and Ottawa Railway have run a line 
from Richmond village to Manotie, 
and are now on their way toward Catselman’s 
to form a connection with the Canada Atlantic 
road at or near that point. The survey has 
ee 1 one, bet hes been 
carried through portions of the most rough 
and inhospitable districts of the province. 
Starting from Peterboro in Devember last the 
route lay through the ridges ef Otonabee and 
Asphodel to Norwood, where the line crosses 
about one mile to the north of the village, 
thence through a good farming district to 
Marmora, where the diffieulties (usually found 
in mineral ranges) of securinga good line 
commenced.

MARMORA ITEMS. 

A new cause is given for the prevalence of 
malaria, viz: the wholesole destruction of 
those useful reptiles—the bull frogs. For 
useful they certainly must be if they keep off 
malaria.
